Chicag o, May 2.—Conditions in the 
team sters’ strike are g rowing daily 
worse. 
The strikers are in a m ore 
ug ly mood, the rioting is more open 
and v icious and the attacks on non* 
union men more freq uent and daring 
th an at any tim e since the com m ence­ 
m ent of the trouble. 
The increased 
bellig erency on the part of the strikers 
and their friends is laid chiefly to the 
fact that the Em ploy ers’ Team ing as­ 
sociation has broug ht 1,500 men into 
the city to take their places and 500 
are said to be now on their way and 
will arriv e within twelv e hours. These 
men will receiv e full pay of union men 
and it has been g uaranteed to them 
th at their positiv as wl:i he perm an­ 
ent. 
Among them are 200 farm er 
boy s from all the slirrounding states, 
who hav e v olunteered their serv ices 
and soug ht positions as driv ers. 
Today a new feature appeared in 
the strike and was in full ev idence 
w henev er a wag on of the Em ploy ers’ 
Team ing com pany went throug h the 
streets. 
This feature is the W inches­ 
te r rifle. 
It is carried on all wag ons 
of the Em ploy ers’ Team ing associa­ 
tion in open v iew. 
Ov er 1,000 of these 
weapons were purchased. 
The reason 
for this mov e on the part of the em ­ 
ploy ers is that, notw ithstanding the 
utm ost efforts of the police, they are 
unable to g iv e the nonunion team ­ 
sters that protection which the Em ­ 
ploy ers' 
association 
considers 
ade­ 
q uate 
W hen May or Dunne was in 
formed of the fact that the rifles would 
he carried by the non-union men he 
was 
v isibly disturbed and declared 
that the police will not be perm itted 
to authorize the carry ing of arm s by 
any one, w hether in the employ of the 
E m ploy ers’ Team ing association or 
affiliated 
with 
the 
strikers. 
“The 
chief of police will g iv e no authority 
to any one to carry arm s,” he said. 
“I had not heard of the m atter before 
hut the city of Chicag o will not author­ 
ize the carry ing of arm s.” 
Chief of Police O’Neill, howev er, 
declared that if the em ploy ers arm ed 
their men tne police cannot leg ally 
interfere as long as the weapons are 
not 
concealed. 
“There 
is 
no 
law 
ag ainst the carry ing of weapons in the 
open.” the chief declared. 
Two serious riots took place last 
nig ht. 
The first was at the intersec­ 
tion of H arrison and Desplaines street 
w here a mob containing many women, 
and num bering fully 2,000, attacked a 
crowd of six teen non-union men who 
were being taken to the depot under 
the g uard of a sq uad of police. 
Stones 
and m issiles of all kinds were hurled 
at th e men and it was with g reat dif­ 
ficulty th at the police w ere able to 
protect them from the crowd. 
Sev er­ 
al of the non-union men were injured 
with stones and many of the mob suf­ 
fered broken heads from the clubs of 
the police. 
A num ber of arrests were 
made. 
The first fig ht took place at Twenty - 
second and S tate streets when a crowd 
attacked 
four 
coal 
wag ons 
which, 
under the g uard of eig ht priv ate detec­ 
tiv es. was returning to the y ards of 
the D aniels com pany after making a 
deliv ery of coal. 
The non-union men 
w ere pelted with stones throw n from 
the second story of a building and the 
detectiv es, 
draw ing their rev olv ers, 
charg ed into the place. 
The inm ates 
fled and no shots were fired 
A riot 


c a l l broug ht the police to the scene 
end the crowd was dispersed. 
The 
detectiv es w ere arrested for carry ing 
concealed weai>ons.

In order to m ake an arrang em ent by 
w hich people who seek m arriag e l i ­ 
censes m ay not hav e to m ake tw o 
trip s to the office of the county clerk, 
it has been sug g ested th at sub-stations 
for m arriag e license application W auls 
be established in different tow ns in 
the connty and thus m ake the w ork of 
the county clerk easier and lessen the 
trouble« of people w ho w ish to be 
m arried. 
At present there are few 
people w ho g o to the clerk’s office 
and fill out the anplication blanks. 
They prefer to m ake the first trip to 
secure the application blanks, and take 
them to th e ir respectiv e homes, w here 
they hav e tim e to ponder ov er the 
q uestions asked. 
A fter the q uestions hav e been a n­ 
sw ered and sw orn to, they m ake a 
second trip to the clerk’s office, a rd 
the m arriag e license is then issued if 
the answ ers to 
the 
q uestions 
are 
found to be 
satisfactory . 
The law 
has been construed so th a t any one 
who answ ers the q uestions asked in 
the application blanks may sw ear to 
the answ ers before a justice of the 
peace, notary public or any one a uth o ­ 
rized to adm inister an oath.

or tob acco in their possession. 
Police 
Judge W hallon practically gave the 
cigarette sm okers here all the freedom 
they desired b y holding that the law 
does not forb id a consum er from hav­ 
ing cigarettes in his possession. Judge 
Alford said that after reading the law 
it was very clear to him that its 
fram ers m eant it to apply to the pos­ 
session of cigarettes as well as the 
sale. 
He expressed the opinion tha* 
the finding of cigarettes or the "m ak­ 
ings” in anyone’s possession was as 
much a violation of the act as the 
sale or giving away of the cigarettes 
or the m aterials. 


In order that Indiana may not b e­ 
come a center for eloping couples 
from other states the state b oard of 
health will hold a m eeting within a 
few days for the purpose of revising 
the b lank applications for licenses 
prepared according to the m arriage 
law enacted b y the recent legislature.

W arsaw, May 2.—N early one hun­ 
dred persons were killed or wounded 
in disturb ances in various q uarters of 
W arsaw Monday. 
The troops appar­ 
ently were uncontrollab le and violated 
all orders to act w ith m oderation. 
They fired Into crowds of dem onstra­ 
tors and w’orkm en. In retaliation, re­ 
sorted to the use of firearm s and 
b omb s. 
Many women and children 
are am ong the dead and dying. 
W hat 
approaches a reign of terror exists to­ 
day, the city presents a m ost gloomy 
aspect and the tem per of the entire 
com m unity augurs ill. 
May Day opened with every pros­ 
pect that the recent gloomy foreb od­ 
ings would 
find contradiction in a 
peaceful ending. 
Glorious 
w eather 
ushered in the b eginning of the cele­ 
b rations, and all factories, shops and 
offices 
of 
every 
description 
were 
closed. 
The streets w ere crowded 
from early in the m orning with gaily 
dressed people and troops. 
Children 
everyw here enjoyed them selves in the 
warm sunshine. 
The presence of nu­ 
m erous patrols of Cossack 
cavalry 
and infantry were the only rem inder 
of lurking danger. 
No untow ard incident was reported 
until afternoon. 
The first disturb ­ 
ances occurred when a procession of 
several thousand workmen carrying 
red 
flags 
m arched 
along 
Zelasna 
street. 
The dem onstration was q uite 
orderly and proceeded without moles­ 
tation for som e distance. 
Suddenly 
several sq uadrons of uhlans appeared, 
b ut w ithout interfering with the pro­ 
cession. and took up a position along 
the 
sidewalks, 
while 
the 
workmen 
passed through the lines. 
Then a 
com pany of infantry approached from 
the front and Im m ediately the cavalry 
charged into the procession, driving it 
with the flat of their swords into a 
disorganized m ass. 
W hen the caval­ 
ry w ithdrew the infantry fired a vol­ 
ley, 
whereupon 
the 
dem onstrators 
turned *and fled. 
The infantry con­ 
tinued to discharge volleys into the 
retreating, shrieking m ultitude. T hir­ 
ty-one persons w ere killed and m any 
wounded, and of the latter it is b e­ 
lieved that fifteen will die. 
The shooting Is describ ed as having 
b een 
q uite 
unprovoked. 
It 
has 
aroused the most intense indignation 
among all classes in Warsaw*. 
Manv 
of those who were killed or wounded 
were shot In the b ack, showing that 
they were running away when they 
were struck. 
A nother terrib le scene was enacted 
late In the evening at the corner of 
Zlota and Zosnore streets, when work­ 
men fifed from b ehind a wall at a 
patrol, which im m ediately opened fire 
on 
the 
passing 
crowds, 
killing or 
wounding tw enty persons. 
The first b omb throw ing occurred 
at 9:35 o’clock last night, w*hen a 
b omb w*as throw n Into a Cossack pa­ 
trol near the Vienna station.

Cossacks

w*ere 
killed and two women, who were leav­ 
ing the station at the time, were se­ 
verely wounded b y the explosion of 
the 
b omb . 
Cossacks 
and 
infantry 
fired a num b er of volleys and many 
persons were killed or wounded. 
At 10;4o o’clock last night disturb ­ 
ances b roke out at the Zomb rowska 
gate of the sub urb of Praga. across 
the V istula river 
A great crowd had 
assem b led 
there, 
threatening

troops, when hussars fired upon the 
crowd and killed four and wounded 
m any others. 
At Lodz a crowd stoned 
a m ilitary patrol, whereupon the sol­ 
diers fired and killed two men and 
wounded a b oy. 
L ater a sim ilar scene 
occurred in Balueki sq uare in Lodx, 
when two persons w ere killed.
